AFTER NINE YEARS 


Probate Court Criticised by 
Commerce Bank Attorney 
for Unpardonable Delay.“ 


FINAL ACTION WANTED 


Return of Fees by Attorneys and 
Mrs. Van Blarcom Asked 
for in Suit. 


George Lockeit Edwards, attorney for 
the National Bank of Commerce, today 
characterized as “unpardonable delay“ 
the action of the Probate Court of St. 
Louis, of which Charles W. Holtcamp 
is Judge, in permitting the estate of 
Jacob C. Van Blarcom, former presi- 


dent of the bank, to go without final 
settlement for nearly nine years. 

In this time, Ndwards said, Mrs. Mary 
G. Van Blarcom, the widow, as exe- 
cutrix of the estate, has been permit- 
ted to withdraw from it at least $52,- 
034.15 in commissions and allowances, 
and her attorneys, Boyle and Priest, 
have received 933,081.67 in fees, while ths 
general creditors have received, nothing 
on their-claims amounting to more than 
$2,000,000. 

Suit for Settlement. 

The suit asking that a final ec 
be made was filed in the Probate Cour 
yesterday afternoon by Edwards as 
attorney for the Bank of Commerce and 
other creditors. The other plaintiffs are 
the Stifel, Nicolaus, Parsons Invest- 
ment Co., the Continental and Commer- 
clal National Bank of Chicago and 
Charles F. Spalding, Robert H. MeEl- 
wee and Graham Harris, executors of 
the estate of Jesse Spalding. 

The petition asks that Mrs. Van Blar- 
com and her attorneys- be required to 
pay back to the creditors the money al- 
leged to have been improperly allowed 
to them as commissions and fees. 

Van Blarcom died Aug. 24, 1908, and his 
will, naming his widow as executrix, was 
probated Sept. 12, 1908, Proved claims 
of creditors against bis estate dggregat-: 
ed $2,206,778.19, of which the National 
Bank of Commerce held. $1,514, 669.58. 

Collateral for Debts. 

The collateral for these debts, held by 
creditors, consisted mainly of stock and 
bonds of the Tennessee Central Rall- 
road Co., in which Van Blarcom had 
been heavily interested. 

Attorney Edwards holds that this col- 
lateral, being in the possession of the 
creditors, should not have been consid- 
ered a part of the estate, but figures 
which he has compiled from the Pro- 
bate Court records show that, when the 
collateral was sold by the creditors and 
applied on their claims, Mrs. Van Blar- 
com was permitted by the court to col- 
lect a commission of approximately $30,- 
000 on these sales. 

It is the creditors’ contention that she 
was entitled to no commission as she 
did not conduct the sales and the col- 
lateral sold did not belong to the es- 
tate. 

Attorney Edwards said the Missouri 
Supreme Court, in the case of Hitchcock 
and Mosher, had decided that an ex- 
ecutor was not entitled to fees when 
creditors sold collateral and applied the 
proceeds to their claims on an estate. 
He said he understood it had been the 
practice in the St. Louis Probate Court 
to allow such commissions and that this 
had greatly increased the cost of 
handling and winding up estates here. 

Value of the Estate. 

Van Blarcom’s estate when probated 
had a face value of $3,255,114.98. The pe- 
tition in yesterday's suit alleges that 
its present actual value is less than 
$300; 000.

FRENCH COMMANDER'S ENTRY

People and Soldiers Wept While

PARIS, March 22.—The entry into 
Noyon of Gen. Nivelle, French Comman- 
der in Chief, was impressive. When 
with his aids he alighted from an au- 
tomobile the notes of the Marsellaise 
were heard. The emotion of the people 
was great. Sobs were heard throughout 
the crowd and the faces of the soldiers 
were wet with tears.

The democratic genius of the Russian 
people has proved itself by upsetting 
the greatest autocracy in the world and 
accepting and getting in running order 
in five days a democratic form of gov- 
ernment. 

‘It is so wonderful that I can hardly 
believe myself that it is all true. But 
happily it is. We knew what we could 
do. We have gone ahead ana done it. 
and now, a week after the revolution 
began, the whole country is in smooth 
running order; the bureaucratic obstacle 
is gone; the new Russia is efore us. 
The future is so brilliant I hardly dare 
to look into it.“ 

I had the extraordinary experience in 
Russia of calling at the Ministry of the 
Interior, sending in’ my personal card, 
asking to see his private secretary, and 
being received within 10 minutes by the 
Premier, without ceremony. 

Jam glad to see an American news- 
paper man,“ said the affable Prince. It 
gives me an opportunity to tell the 
American people directly that the Rus 
sian people took hold themselves the 
moment the old, incompetent imperial 
Government failed, and, with remark- 
ably little disturbance, entirely reformed 
their Government. They proved they 
were ready for it. * 

“Though 1. a Russian, say so, no 
compliment too great can be paid the 
Russian people by their fellow-democfats 
in America. Their restraint, their quick 
understanding and the readiness of all 
classes to turn immediately to the work 
of prosecuting the war to a successful 
conclusion, I believe to be unprecedented 
in history. 


Prepared for the Change. 

“The only disorders were in Petrograd, 
and those, under the circumstances, 
were small.

Ba- 
con was not the only spy sent out by 
Sander and Wunnenberg, and several 
other newspaper men still abroad have 
not yet been indicted.

The police say papers taken from 
Pieczynski’s knapsack show that he has 
been a sailor on at least three Ameri- 
can coastwise vessels in the last two 
years and a half. Both of the men ar- 
rested carried cameras.

“Although people are often mistaken 
as to their surmises regarding Von Hin- 
denburg's actions, the critics on all sides 
who look somewhat deeper into things 
admit that the Germans will obtain 
economic advantage, an improvement of 
the front, and a gain of time by this 
move.

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SUPPLIES REPORTED 
SEIZED BY GERMANS 


Inhabitants in Evacuated Dis- 
trict Say White Flour Was 
Taken and Black Issued. 


By a Staff Oorrespondent of the 
Associated Press. 

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD 
QUARTERS WITH THE BRITISH 
ARMIES IN FRANCE, Wednesday, 
March 21.—“We would have starved if it 
had not been for the American Relief 
Commission,“ declared a French wom- 
an in the city hall of Nesle today to the 
correspondent, speaking for herself and 
two little children, their pallid faces and 
high cheek bones giving evidence of 
their privations. 

Wherever one went in the territory re- 
cently evacuated by the Germans the 
same story was repeated. Many other 
stories of hardships were told, although 
most of the inhabitants said the Ger- 
man soldiers had been well disciplined 
and kept strictly under control. It was 
repeatedly asserted, however, that with- 
in the last few weeks the Germans had 
appropriated some of the American re- 
lief stores to their own use, even to the 
extent of three-fourths of the supplies. 
It also was said that the Germans took 
possession of the white flour, issuing 
black flour instead to the inhabitants. 

Spirits of People Broken. 

Some of the peasants encountered in 
the evacuated territory were plainly 
joyous at their liberation. Others ap- 
peared to have their spirits broken. 
Their attitude was one of absolute sub- 
mission to anything that might happen. 
Many young children who had seen 
nothing but German soldiers in their 
lives stared today in almost stupid won- 
der at the British Tommies clad in kha- 
ki and wearing steel hats. 

One of the greatest ordeals the peo- 
ple said they had to endure was to stand 
Dy and see their homes broken up by 
the Germans as the soldiers were leav- 
ing In some instances the French in- 
habitants who had been held virtually 
as prisoners during the German occupa- 
tion had been segregated in certain 
parts of the villages while the work of 
destruction was going on elsewhere. 
At Rouy, however, it was stated and re- 
iterated by scores of persons that the 
inhabitants of this village and of sev- 
eral other villages had been gathered 
at Rouy-Le Petit in certain houses and 
told to remain in them a certain num- 
ber of hours while the Germans got 
away. While so herded together, they 
| declared, the Germans had sent 200 shells 
into the village, killing several persons. 
The funerals which were in progress in 
the village today lent color to the story. 
People in other villages also assert that 
they distinctly heard this firing and 
thought that a battle was in progress. 
Boys Are Carried Off. 

It was pitiful to motor today 
through villages which had been far 
from the firing line and untouched 
by any shells and yet were lying in 
absolute ruins. Active steps are be- 
ing taken by both the British and 
the French to relieve the people in 
the liberated zone. About the only 
persons'seen are old men, women and 
children. Boys who had attained the 
age of 16 years or more since the 
German occupation and men who 
were considered over the military age 
by the French were taken off by the 
Germans for work behind their lines. 
Many of these French boys and old 
men had been compelled to work in 
the German trenches where they said 
they met many Belgians and Rus- 
sians, the latter, of course, being 
prisoners of war. It was asserted that 
one of the reasons for the wholesale 
deportation of Belgians was the nec- 
essity for this labor in constructing 
the new positions to which the Ger- 
mans have fallen back. 

The amount of work involved in 
sawing down fruit trees in the 
evacuated territory fs almost incal- 
culable, and everywhere the destruc- 
tion seems to have been carried out 
within the last few days. The Ger- 
man claim that some trees other 
than fruit trees were destroyed for 
the purpose of blocking the roads, 
this being justified by military law, 
was belied in many places where 
trees lining the roads and deliberate- 
ly cut down fell in positions away 
from the roadways. In any event, 
the clearing of the roads of fallen 
trees was a matter of comparatively 
few minutes.

Whether it will be a simple or Federal 
republic, under a single elected or ap- 
pointed executive, or under an executive 
commission; or a constitutional mon- 
archy, it is too early to surmise. 

The first acts of the revolution inet 
cated that it would become a consti. 
tutional monarchy—like Italy, for ex- 


as the hereditary Prince. When the 
Czar abdicated in his brother’s favor 
the Grand Duke issued a declaration 
that he would not accept “until the time 
when a constituent assembly, created 
on the basis of universal suffrage, 
should have established a form of gov- 
ernment and new fundamental laws.” 
Whether this declaration was inspired“ 
by the revolutionary Duma committee 
or not, it pointed to the possible selec- 
tion of Michael after the essentials of 
popular government aad been established 
in an organic act. 

Monarch Would Be Figurehead. 
If such a monarchy is restored it is 
quite certain that no self-respecting ab- 
solutist would wish to be its figuie- 
bead. He would have no more actual 
power than the King of England. 

The English system is unique among 
the Governments of the world in that, 
though a monarch in name, it is purely 
representative, afid without a written 
Constitution. All powers are in the 
hands of representatives of the people 
in Parliament, though all acts run in 
the name of the King. Yet the English 
Government is limited by political tradi- 
tions, evolved through centuries of 
struggle against tyrannous rulers, and 
though unwritten they are nevertheless 
a potent force. 

If the Russians instituted such a sys- 
tem, having no body of political tradi- 
tions of their own, it would become a 
government of unlimited powers. The 
English-speaking peoples have learned 
that no such government is safe; that 
limitations and restraints must be 
placed upon governments to prevent not 
only the oppressions of rulers, but the 
tyrannies of majorities as well. 

Reports from Petrograd indicate a 
present leaning in Russia toward a rep- 
resentative republic after the Swiss 
model. Switzerland is a Federal union 
of B small cantons or states. Like our 
original 13 states, they have surrendered 
control of foreign relations and mat- 
ters of common concern, to a central 
government under a constitution. 

Two Houses of Parliament. 

They have an upper house of legisla- 
tion.like our Senate, having two mem- 
bers from each state and a lower house, 
to which the states also elect represent- 
atives on a basis of 1 to 0,000 popula- 
tion. 

These two legislative branches, known 
as the Council of States and the Na- 
tional Council, sitting together, choose 
the Federal tribunal and the executive, 
consisting of a commission of seven per- 
sons and known as the Federal Council. 
From among these seven executives 
they elect one each year to act as chair- 
man, who bears the honorary title of 
„President of the Swiss Confederation.” 

Tne Swiss cantons attend to their own 
domestic concerns, after the manner vf 
the states of our Federal Union. 

Russia already possesses the frame- 
work for the adoption of the Swiss or 
American system, in that there are 50 
provinces in European Russia proper, 
ready to be made into constituent states. 
The largest in population is Kieff, with 
nearly 4,000,000; the largest in area, 
though the smallest in population, Is 
the province of Archangel, on the Arctic 
Ocean, with about 500,000. 

As for Siberia, it fits into such a sys- 
tem very much like our Louisiana Ter- 
ritory, out of which new states may be 
carved as time and progress indicate 
its wisdom. It is now very sparsely set- 
tled, though its great natural wealth in- 
sures a very large development in the 
future. 

Poland and Finland. 

Poland and Finland present interesting 
situations, with respect to the new or- 
der. That they will receive autonomy, 
if not independence, is a part of the 
logic of the revolution. In fact, Prof..

12 permanent form in which Russia will take her place among the 
popular governments of the world is to be determined at once by a 
constituent assembly, to be chosen by universal suffrage, according to a 
manifesto of the provisional government. 


Such a plank was adopted at his in- 
stance at a congress of the Zemstva and 
Town Councils at Moscow as early as 
1906. 

Theré appears to be little doubt of Po- 
land’s resurrection as an independent 
nation. In the case of Finland—which 
Was wrested from Sweden in 1815 as a 
punishment for aiding Napoleon—one 
might even speculate upon the possibil- 
ity of it rejoining the mother country, 
after a century of enforced absence. 

With Russia thus changed there re- 
main but three states in Europe which 
may be classed as politically backward 
states. They are Germany, Austria and 
Turkey. These are the states which 
have been revolution-proof. All of them 
possess Constitutions, but they are de- 
signed to protect the power of the no- 
bility and the aristocracy of wealth, 
rather than to give the people any re- 
sponsible share in the Government. 

The German people caught the spirit 
of democracy and attempted to put it 
into practice through the revolution of 
1848, but all of its leaders were soon in 
exile. It is these political exiles, all 
fervent republicans, who have contrib- 
uted so much to the United States. 

Germany’s Constitution. 

The present Constitution of the Ger- 
man empire was the work of Bismarck, 
who sought to put Prussih in the sad- 
dle.“ It was adopted in 1871, after WII 
liam I, King of Prussia, was proclaimed 
Emperor of Germany, in the palace of 
Versailles, following the defeat of the 
French. It makes the King of Prussia, 
by that fact, Emperor of Germany. It 
established two so-called legislative 
houses and an electoral system, never 
since altered, which are peculiarly Bis- 
marckian. 


The upper house, the Bundesrath, is 
made up of members appointed by the 
Kings and Princes of the twenty-odd 
German states. The lower house, or 
Reichstag, is the “popular” branch. It 
is made up of a representative from 
each of the 397 districts arbitrarily es- 
tablished in 1871. All persons % years 
old may vote. The total taxes are di- 
vided into three equal parts, as a basis 
for computing the relative power of 
voters. The first third of the taxes are 
paid by about 4 per cent of the people: 
the second third by. about 12 per cent, 
and the last by the remaining d per 
cent. The vote of each class is of equal 
force. 


The result of the system is to make 
the Reichstag not a popular branch, 
but an assembly of the moneyed aris- 
tocracy. The Emperor, with the con- 
sent of the Bundesrath, may declare 
war; he makes treaties, is the chief of 
the army and navy, and he appoints 
and removes his Ministers without ac- 
counting to anyone. 8 

Electoral reforms and ministerial re- 
sponsibility to a popular legislature have 
been demanded for years, but without 
result. 

Auttrian System Similar. 

The Austrian system bears a strong 
resemblance to the German, with little 
or no participation in the Government 
on the part of the people. The sittings 
of the so-called Austrian Parliament 
were suppressed when the present war 
broke out and there has been none since, 
unless very recently. 

In all the other states of Europe— 
Turkey excepted—popular contro! of the 
Government is assured under the prin- 
ciple of universal suffrage and the con- 
trol of Ministers by the representative 
legislative branch. These are the es- 
sentials in any effective liberal system.

A Rosenthal, editor of The Modern 
View,’ a weekly periodical devoted to 
Jewish interests, today cabled to the 
President of the Provisional Govern- 
ment at Petrograd, saying ‘‘American 
Jews of St. Lo rejoice in Russia’s 
glorious freedom. 

In an editorial this week Rosenthal 
predicts that the immigration problem 
in America will be materially affected 
by the establishment of a republic in 
Russia. The editorial, in part, says: 

“Of the most serious factors in the 
forcing of Jewish people to seave Russia 
for America, the misgovernment that 
happily has been dethroned was the 
greatest. 

“Assuming that the new regime will 
stand and that the high ideals promul- 
gated to the world will be practiced, the 
chief excuse for Russian immigration 
will have been removed. America will 
feel the consequence in a greatly les- 
sened volume of Russian Jewish tmmi- 
gration. Whether this diminution of 
Russian Jewish immigration will be 
viewed as an American loss of 
gain, the prejudice for or against 
the Russian Jewish immigrant in Amer- 
ica, will be the index. 

“The second channel through which 
America will feel the consequence of the 
Russian revolution will be in the new 
treaty between Russia and America, 
which will presumably include the rec- 
ognition of the passport of the United 
States held by Jewish citizens. This 
means undoubtedly an immense increase 
in commerce between the United States 
and Russia with the development of 
which the obstinacy of the Czar and his 
bigoted bureaucracy had seriously inter- 
fered.”’

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~OF WAR” OPINION 


Asserts He Does Not Know 
What Kind of Resolution on 
Subject Will Go to Congress. 


Dy Wire From the Washington Ba- 


of Congress in Washington are moving 
faster toward war than the President. 
Leading Senators and House members 
think a state of war has existed between 
Germany and the United States for sev- 
eral weeks. Many believe such a dec- 
laration should be made or that war 
should be declared outright as soon as 
Congress meets in special session April 
2. One of the few members who seems to 
have any doubt as to the duty of the 
Congress is Senator Stone of Missouri, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

„I know that Col. Roosevelt, Mr. Root 
and other citizens in New York said that 
a state of war exists between this coun- 
try and Germany,” Stone said. “At 
least I saw that they so stated in the 
papers this morning. I have no opinion 
on the subject. I do not know what 
kind of a resolution we will be called 
upon to adopt when Congress assem- 
bles, or whether we will be called upon 
to adopt any.“ 


Only three Senators now in Washing- 


ton said flatly that this nation was not 
in a state of war. They were Sheppard 
of Texas, Lane of Oregon and Lewis of 
Illinois. We are in a state of revolt 
against aggression,” Lewis said. He 
said if this aggression should multiply 
so that the powers of the President to 
repel it were insufficient, Congress then 
should declare a state of war exists.

Five Senators declare unqu edly for 
war to protect American rights.

Senator Brady is for asserting our 
rights against enemies at the earliest 
possible moment.“ Brandegee said we 
had been in a state of war since ruth- 
less submarine warfare began, Feb. 1. 
Poindexter said we were in the war to 
all intents and purposes already, ‘and 
that it is a minor matter whether we 
make a declaration of war or not.” 
Chamberlain favored action that would 
“take us definitely out of the neutral 
class and make us a belligerent.” 


“I am clearly of the opinion that we 


are now, and have been for some time, 
in a state of war with Germany, owing 
entirely to the action of Germany,“ said 

e. “When Congress meets April 
2 it will be its duty, in my judgment, to 
declare war against Germany, because 
in no other way can the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens be protected, our national 
independence be maintained and the fu- 
ture peace and security of the United 
States guaranteed.“ j 

Other Senators expressed themselves 
as follows: 

Norris, Republican, Nebraska: We 
are now in a state of war due to the 
acts of the President as much as of Ger- 
many. I do not know that a declara- 
tion of was is necessary.“ 

Swanson, Democrat, Virginia: I 
think we are in a state of war. 

Owen, Democrat, Oklahoma: I think 
we should declare that a state of war 
exists. 

Overman, Democrat, North Cdrolina: 
It looks like we are already in war. 


Fletcher, . Democrat, Florida: We 
ought to be getting ready, for it seems 
that war is inevitable; that we are in 
for it, in spite of everything. The Pres- 
ident is the leader in our affairs with 
foreign nations. It is the duty of every 
American citizen to get right behind 
him, Whatever he says is the thing to 
do. 

BGrady, Republican, Idaho: I think a 
state of war exists. I certainly think 
we should declare war. That is my 
judgment without qualification. The 
Government should assert its rights at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Nelson, Republican, Minnesota: I 
thought when the President armed the 
ships that was a limited state of war. I 
do not think we should declare war. 

Broussard, Democrat, Louisiana: I 
consider that we are in a state of war. 
The early call for Congress was a wise 
move. I do not think it is necessary to 
declare war. A resolution recognizing 
that a state of war exists would fill this 
situation better. 

Curtis, Republican, Kansas: The early 
call for Congress is very wise. We 
Ought to be together now. 

Jones, Republican, Washington: It is 
a question for Congress to determine. 

Ashurst (Dem.) Alizona: 1 think 
that we are in a state of war today. 
I do not care to say what we should 
do in regard to a declaration of war at 
this time.“

LOANS AT LAND BANK HERE 


im Requests for 
Money—$10,000,000 Business 
im Year Predicted. 

Farmers of Missouri, Illinois and Ar- 
kansas have applied to the Federal 
Land Bank of St. Louis for loans ag- 
Fregating $2,137,009. The requests by 
States are: Missouri, $654,375; Illinois, 


$607,884; Arkansas, $974,840. Many other 
requests have been received without 
specifying amounts. 

Herman W. Danforth, president of the 
St. Louis Land Bank, has returned from 
Au conference at Washington at which 
the interest on farm loans was fixed at 
5 per cent, He predicts that in a year 
the St. Louis bank will make loans ag- 
gregating $10,000,000". He hopes that Con- 
gress will increase the individual loan 
limit from $10,000 to $25,000. as requested 
by the conference. Danforth says the 
land bank bonds will be placed on the 
market at 4% per cent, but probably 
will be sold at a premium. 

To borrow from the land banks farm- 
ers must organize into groups of at 
least 10 and each group must apply for 
at least $20,000. The St. Louis bank is 
ready to furnish literature. Farmers 
may borrow up to 50 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of their land, plus 20 per 
cent of the value of permanent insured 
improvements. Payment is made in an- 
nual installments.

A motion picture of “Municipal Activ- 
ities,” shawing Mayor Kiel visiting va- 
rious city institutions and municipal 


projects, is being used as a factor in 
the campaign for the Mayor’s re-elec- 


tion. 


It is sent about the city on one-night 
stands in picture shows. The theater 
owner gets it at no cost and is glad to 
have it to fill out the evening’s pro- 
gram: the Kiel boosters don’t have to 
pay for having the film exhibited, and 
they rejoice in the advertising accruing 
for the Mayor. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 


friends and that they had paid for it. 
Got Idea in Detroit. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Tal- 
bert got the idea in Detroit, when on a 
junket there. He saw a film of Detroit's 
municipal activities, with Detroit’s May- 
or in the leading role. Talbert men- 
tioned it to a subordinate, Col. H. N.

Five members of the Board of Public 
Service paid the bill. They are Presi- 
dent Kinsey, Director of Streets Talbert, 
Director of Public Safety Swingley, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Tolkacz and 
Director of Public Utilities Hooke. 

What Film Shows. 

The film begins by showing the statue 
of Saint Louis on Art Hill, Then Mayor 
Kiel and the members of the Board of 
Public Service are shown grouped under 
the statue. The Mayor and the board 
begin an inspection trip to the city in- 
firmary, city sanitarium, Bellefontaine 
farm and other city institutions. The 
film includes a visit on the harbor boat 
to the municipal docks now under con- 
struction, and also shows the Mayor 
speaking at the free bridge celebration, 
unlocking the big padlock on the free 
bridge and casting it into the Mississippi. 
The Mayor shakes many a hand on these 
visits and smilingly faces the movie 
fans in many scenes. Other municipal 
institutions, such as the zoo, fire depart- 
ment, city hospital, municipal courts 
building and jail, are screened. 

Morgan thought of almost everything 
that the Mayor could do, but it subse- 
quently has been pointed out that he 
failed to film the executive on the job 
at his desk at the city hall. 

At the end there is a close-up view 
of the Mayor, and then a reproduction 
of the now-famous appeal of the ‘‘Kie] 
indorsers’’ for the Mayor's re-election on 
the ground that the Mayor has carried 
out “$4 per cent of the work“ outlined 
in the Republican platform of four years 
ago.

It will de the duty of Congress when it meets 
to declare that by reason of these acts a state of 
war exists between the United States and Ger- 
many. 

It is because Germany is already making war 
against the United States that the President has 
changed the date of the special session and Amer- 
icans who have been looking for an international 
miracle which would keep the peace between the 
United States and Germany must face the situa- 
tion as it is. 

This country is going into the war, not for any 
selfish or ulterior motives, or for any mere trade 
considerations, but because it has been driven 
into the war by the inexorable logic of events. 
Nor need we waste time in lamentations. Rather 


should we face the future with pride and confi- | 


dence, conscious that the United States will be 
righting the battle of demoeracy alongside of the 


other great democracies of the world. 
The revolution in Russia has made an inevitable 


task immeasurably easier and simpler. To shed 
blood in a war which meant the aggrandizement 
of Russian autocracy’ was a sacrifice that could 
be demanded only with explanations and apolo- 
gies. But it is a different story when Russian 
democracy is fighting shoulder to shoulder with 
British, French and Belgian democracies for the 
rights and HMberties of mankind.

That may be the one 
policy for the small European neutrals, but the 
United States has one alternative. Instead of 
keeping our ships in our own ports, we purpose 
to make certain vigorous dispositions and persist 
in those dispositions until American ships engaged 


the known world ag they would be in our ports. 
Incidentally, the war may not last quite as long 
as it would if we neglected these dispositions. 


The Germans triumphantly declare that the Hin- 
denburg retreat has spoiled the allied plans for 
an offensive tnis spring. Just as a man’s cam- 
paign to get a fortune is spoiled by suddenly in- 
heriting one. 


GERMANY’S SINISTER REQUEST. 

Germany is reported to have addressed to neu- 
tral Governments, especially to those of Switzer- 
land and Holland, proposals looking to a renewal 
of peace efforts. 

It is not so very long since like appeals were 
made to neutrals, especially to the United States. 
We not only assumed the thankless task of for- 
warding the request to Germany’s unreceptive en- 
emies, but proceeding on independent initiative, 
tried to discover if a common basis for peace 
did not exist by ascertaining the terms on which 
ali the belligerents would consent to end the war. 

We found later that during the very weeks we 
were engagéd in this beneficent work, giving to 
Germany the highest evidence of friendship which 
one nation can show to another, Germany herself 
was secretly planning the commission of acts of 
barbarous Warfare against us at sea. We found 
that even then she had engaged in a widespread 
conspiracy to raise up enemies against us on our 
own continent. We found that she was intriguing 
actively for the dismemberment of our territory. 

Switzerland and Holland had better be on their 
guard.’ The «intiness she asks at their handg is 
associated in American minds with a sinister 
quality. The moment when Germany begins to 
entreat her friends to make sacrifices in her be- 
half is the very moment when she may be per- 
fecting. designs for their hurt or even plotting 
their destruction.

Too Much Luxury. 


By NIXOLA GREELEY-SMITH, 


NEW YORK, March 15. 
HE nation has become effemi- 
nate. George’ Washington would 

‘not know. Us, and Gen.: Grant | 
| would be shocked to see’ the difference 
in manner and carriage between ‘the 
young men of today and the young men 
that marched behind him 50 years ago. 
Uncle Sam, who typifies our nation, has 
become effeminate, too. In the family of 
nations he has been growing less like a 
big he-man than a perfect lady; less an 
Uncle Sam than an Aunt Elizabeth. 

“We have yielded to the pleasures of 
the senses and of the appetites, to the 
pleasures of soft beds, beautiful houses 
and gently rolling automobiles; to physi- 
cal indolence, sweet music, silk stock~- 
ings and kid gloves; to fashionable so- 
ciety, golf and French novels; in a word, 
to luxury.” 

This vigorous indictment of the young 
ment of America was presented by Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske at a dinner 
given by members of the Lotos Club of 
New York to Major-General Leonard 
Wood. The charge has come from time 
to time from other less exalted sources 
and perhaps the most striking thing 
about it is its similarity to the accusa- 
tion of effeminacy and decadence 
brought against the men of France be- 
fore August, 1914. 

How France has answered it we know. 
And I am one of those who believe that 
the men of the United States would rally 
to the call of a just war with the same 
valor. Yet Prof. Thomas D. Wood, di- 
rector of physical training in Columbia 
University, told me that there is much 
in our national life to justify the Fiske 
indictment. 

The Young Have No Serious Purpose 
Nowadays. 

„The aims of American life for the last 
50 years have been peace, security, com- 
fort, pleasure,“ Dr. Wood told me in his 
office in Teachers’ College. There is a 
spirit among certain groups of our young 
men—and among our young women, too 
—of living without serious purpose, 
merely to be amused. I doubt,“ the

| Admiral Fiske seems to fear. Perhaps 
the Admiral generalized a little too 
much from his observation of special 
groups. After all, the class which can 
duy softly rolling automobiles, kid 
gloves, silk stockings, etc., is limited in 
number. If the deterioration were a 
deterioration of_wealth alone we need 
not be particularly concerned about it. 

But in time of war the strength of this 
nation must be drawn from the country. 
And it is the country which has deterior- 
ated since the Civil War. There are no 
statistics relating to the physical vigor 
of the early 60s as compared with the 
young men of today. I can give you 
opinions only. My opinion is that while 
our individual athletic performances of 
the last decade have exceeded all feats 
of which we have any authentic record in 
human history the physical average is 
lower than it was 50 years ago. 

But the Women Have Improved 
Physically. 

“Among our young women, on the 
contrary, the physical average has ris- 
en, and I think we must credit the ex- 
ample of the college girl and her ideals 
of outdoor life with this improVement.”’ 

“Why have the young men of rural 
America declined in vigor?’’. I asked Dr. 


ood. 

“Before I answer that question,” re- 
plied the physical director of Columbia, 
“I must remind you that while the 
young men from the farms passed better 
examinations at the time of the Civil 
War it was found that the men from the 
cities had more staying power, greater 
endurance. Since that time much of the 
best human stock has moved from the 
farms to the cities. 

“The science and art of human liv- 
ing have advanced much more rapidly 
in the cities than in the country. This 
applies to the immediate human en- 
vironment in the country as well as to 
all habits of life affecting health. The 
farm house is, on the average, less sani- 
tary than the city home. The rural 
school is relatively the least healthful 
type of building in the entire country. 
The diet of the pople in the country s 
less hygienic, on the whole, than the 
food of the city dwellers. In general, 
the standards of human living in the 


cities, in relation to health, at least,

Farmers’ Boys Have Changed Since 
Grant’s Time. 
„The social ideals of our people have 
been changing likewise. . In Gen. 
Grant’s time,“ Dr. Wood added, there 
was no farm with three or four boys 
on it that did not hope to give one son 
to the ministry, to medicine, to the law 
or to the bench. Today the boy on the 
farm dreams of getting rich. He has 
not the mental ambitions of his grand- 
father.”’ 
At this point in Dr. Wood's remarks 
I could not help thinking of an epi- 
gram uttered at a judicial dinner in 
New York racently. “In former times 
we spoke of a struggling lawyer who 
grew up and became a great Judge, and 
today we speak of a struggling Judge 
who grows up and becomes a great 
lawyer.” If the farmer’s son dreams 
no longer of winning distinction at the 
bar it may be because the law has lost 
its personality, if not its soul, and be- 


come merely a part of the great me 
chirery of corporations. 

“I cannot deny that there has neve 
a softening of American fiber,” Dr. 
Wood concluded earnestly. “This is the 
inevitable result of years of peace, of 
financial prosperity which has made the 
individual struggle for existence leas 
severe. I believe that this softening 
would disappear in the stress of war, 
if war must come. Who speaks of the 
decadence of France today? There is in 
war a curious education vitalizing, spirit- 
val significance. A lecturer put my 
meaning magnificently the other day 
when he said: “The man who has noth 
ing to die for is already cut off from 
the living.” In my opinion wars will 
not cease in the world until men can 
get from a peace program the same 
quickening of the spirit. May that day 
come soon.”

American Army Officers Agree 
That ‘It Is Wholly 
Voluntary. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—‘‘Army of- 
ficers are agreed that the retreat of the 
Germans on the western front is a 
move, pure and simple, 
said a military expert, discussing the 
situation for the Post-Dispatch. “This 
is too apparent to require argument. 
“Nobody knows just now Von Hinden- 
Unquestionably 
he has determined that ultimately Ger- 
many will be compelled to surrender the 
territory now occupied in France and 
Belgium. But this is not the primary 
reason for the backward movement. 
The German army could hold its lines 
indefinitely, compelling the British and 
French to continue their nibbling pro- 
cess, if they so desired. This has beer 
shown conclusively. 

“The fact that the British and French 
airmen have not succeeded in finding 
the ‘Hindenburg line,’ as the line of de- 
fense is now popularly called, would 
seem to indicate that the allies tempo- 
 yarily had lost command of the air, This 
theory is borne out by the fact that re- 
cent reports have stated that on one 
day the Germans shot down 24 airplanes 
and on another day had a toll of % 
British and French air-craft. The fact 
that the French air service figured 
largely in the smashing of Premier Bri- 
and's Cabinet also indicates that the 
allies have lost control of the air for 
the present. 

“This does not mean that the allied 
aircraft are not doing magnificent work, 
but merely that the preponderance of 
strength and efficiency in the air prob- 
ably again has passed to the Germans, 


Where Stand Is Expected. 

“All indications point to a stand by 
von Hindenburg on the natural de- 
fensive line along which are stretched 
the historic towns of Lille, Cambrai, St. 
Quentin, Laon and La Fere. This is 
the probable line on which the Germans 
will make their stand, but there is noth- 
ing certain about it. Ther may have 
dug systems of trenches at this point at 
several points between this line and 
their old ‘impregnable’ front miles 
away, as reported in some press dis- 
patches. Whether this is the back- 
bone of their new defense system re- 
mains to be developed. 

The German retreat, while it has per- 
mitted the allies to recover some 1000 
square miles of French territory held by 
the enemy for more than 30 months, has 
served to disorganize British and 
French forces to a large extent. This is 
due to the fact that the heads of their 
various columns were developed and all 
lines of support and communieations 
laid for offensive operations along the 
old front.

Advantage With Germans. 

“As a. cold-blooded military 
tion, the retreating Germans have de- 
cidedly the better of the situation. The 
reason for this is clear. It is fair to 
assume from press reports that the 
morale of the German troops has not 
been noticeably impaired by their sur- 
render of French territory. Therefore, 
whenever they réach the line on which 
Von Hindenburg and the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff have determined to make a 
stand they will find it completely equip- 
ped with guns of ali calibers with re- 


tserves of ammunition and with every- 


hing else required for modern trench 
warfare on a §igantic scale. 

The allies, on the other hand, must 
bring all their material forward 
through a country devastated by the 
retreating enemy. with every possible 
obstacle placed in the way of their 
advance. This means that it will be 
weeks and, perhaps, months before the 
British and French on the western 
front will be prepared for a major t- 
fensive against the new German lines.

BERLIN, March 21.—Discussing 
arming of American merchant ships, and 
the Reuter’s report from Washington 


purporting to give the view of the 
United States Government that a real 
casus belli can be expccted only when 
an armed merchantman encounters a 
German submarine, Capt. Persius, in the 
Tageblatt, says: 

“Prestdent Wilson hopes not to have 
to make use of ‘armed forces,’ but a 
ship armed with guns undoubtedly rep- 
resents part of the armed forces of the 
nation. There is hardly anyone today 
who still makes a distinction between 
a warship and an armed merchant 
ship. 


States will, therefore, be employed from 
the moment when an armed merchant 
ship enters the barred zone and sights 
a German submarine within range of 
its guns. 

“Incidentally, all manner of curious 
situations may result. Presumably ev- 
ery submarine suddenly appearing in 
the vicinity of an American ship will be 
overwhelmed with a hail of shells. It 
can happefi that, as the result of tense 
watchfulness, a British or French sub- 
marine may provoke action. 

“A German submarine will hardly rise 
to the surface when a ship is sighted by 
it in the barred zone. Moreover, it will 
be difficult to prove that the ship in 
question was destroyed by a torpedo 
from a German submarine. It is impos- 
sible to tell whether the sinking was 
due to the explosion of a torpedo or ofa 
mine. 

„If in America the view is maintained 
that armed ships under the Stars and 
Stripes will remain undisturbed, this is a 
gravé error. Our submarines are now 
striving to sink all ships encountered in 
the barred zone, regardless of distinc- 
tions.” > 

Discussing the various possible meas- 
ures for the protection of merchant 
ships, Capt. Persius reaches the con- 
clusion that small motor boats will prove 
ineffective for that purpose.

BERLIN, March 20, by wireless to 
the Associated Press via Sayville, 
March 22.—German cavalry is now in 
touch with the French and British 
mounted troops which have been in ac- 
tion for several days in the territory 
evacuated by the Germans, so that for 
the first time since the fall of 1914, 
cavalry on both sides is being employed 
on the western front. This is regarded 
here as an indication that great events 
are taking place and that a real battle is 
in prospect, trench warfare being over 
for the time on this part of the front.
